The Embassy of the United States ot Aoeclca hae the 
honoc to propose that, on a reciprocal basiS/ dependents 
of employees of the Doited states Govecn&eab assigned to 
official duty ia Kowait aod d«V«Ddettt« off «i|»l«yMs at the 
Kuwaiti 6ove£B««]kt asaigiwd to official dvl^ in the Onitod 
States be authoriaad to he ai^loyed in the receiving 
country. »> su^ actuigaMae wottid wiist for the official 
exvleyees fehSMOlvss, 

In the ease of dependents who seek enploynent in the 
United States, an official request must be nade by the 
Embassy o£ Kuwait in Washington to the Office of Protocol 
in the Departna^ of Sfeata. S^piui vecificattMi that the 
person ia a dependent of an M!fi«ial e^pl^ee of the 
Kuwaiti Govcmaent,. the Ruwatti Govecnment will b« 
inforaed by tha office of 9r«H:ocol fchat the dt^ftsAuit has 
peimission to accept employnent. 
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In cas« of 3^mnamBK9 lAo tntek «giplojfiikeQt in 
Kuwaitr the rec(uest shall be made the OnlteS States 
Bnbassy in Kttwftit to the Kuw«iti Hiaiabry o£ Foreign 
Affairs, which, aCter ¥eelfi«*tl©B, »hall ttrea inS^cm tb* 
United States Embassy that the dependent may accept 
employment. Each application shall l>c made separately. 

As to dependfints who Qbtaln enployment under this 
agrcmenc and wbo have luonity fcoa the jurls^lotion of 
the cocoiylng couatcy 1a aceoi:d«us« with Atticl« 31 of the 
Vienna Convention on DiplOHtto Relntions or in accordance 
wifeh the Cenvantton on tb« rtlvil«««« and JfliMiBitlas Qt 
the Onited Nations or any other applicable Intaina-tlonal 

agreement, immunity from civil and administrative 
jucsidiction with cespect to all matters arising out of 
Bttch •nploynant ia hereby Irrevocably walvad by the 
aandlng ataba concerned. Such dep«od«at« ttust not be 
woclclng In the Babasay oc Conaalate, and shall acknowledge 
in writing ttaie waiver -o£ their ^dlotal iMnnity. Such 
dependents are also li^lft for paynent of incone and 
Social s^ucity taxes on any renunecation ceceived as a 
result of employment in the receiving state. 

Fox the pucposes of this agreeaent, dependents shall 
include spouses and unnnrrled dependent children under 21 
years of age. 

■The BnbasBy of the Dnlted States of A»eriea farther 
propose* thalEf if these undarstiandingfs are aeoeq^able to 
the Governaent of Kuwait* this note and the Government of 
K;jwait'3 reply concurring therein shall constitute an 
agreement between our two Governments which shall enter 
into force on the date of that reply note and which shall 
remain in fotce until ninety days after the data o£ 
written notification item either Governiient to the other 
of intention to teraiaate. 
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Th« snbttss? of «ae Oaibvd states of Aaecica 
appreciates cbe Hinistcy's pcoi^ attention to bringing 
this Important «gr»ftmnt lAt« ae£«ct.
